Oliver WeudeU Holmes received thi 


degree of doctor of inediciiio iu 1830 
being then 27 years old, aud in tha 
year ho also published his first volum 
of poems. Nothing of Dr. Holmes' has 
been moie popular than "The Las 
Leaf," coataiued iu this early col lee 
tiou, and rioiio has more richly deserve 
to plta^o by its rhythmic beauty and bj 
its etqmsite bleudmg of hninor ant 
pathos, i-o sympathetically interfwinet 
that wo feel thu lonely sadness of. th 
old rn^oi even -while wo are smiling a 
the quaiutuess &o feelingly portrayed. 


Eh. Holmes was like Bryant, -wh 


eorcpo--ed 
"Thdii.itopsis" 
jind 
th 


"Lines to a \wteiio7vT' long before h 
was 20, in that ho early attained fn! 
dc-u'lopmejit as a poet. Although eac 
of I bun vroto many worses in later life 
nolhii'B of theirs excelled these poems 
of their youth. Iu their maturity they 
dul not lo&e power, but neither did they 
deepen nor broaden, rnd "Thanatopsis"' 
( - i the o-io bidosmd "The Last Leaf" on 
tho other are as btrccg and characteris- 
tic as anything either poet was ever to 
write throughout a long life. What Bry- 
ant was, ^ hat Holmes was, in this, his 
fiist -\olume of poems, each was to the 
end of his career. 


To neither of them was literature/ a 


hvelihod 
Bryant was first a lawyer 


and then a journalist, 
Holmes was 


first a practicing physician and then a 
tOni'licr of ruediome. 
He won three 


prize., for dissertations upon medical 
lhr-r.es, and these essays were published 
together m 188S.
